Bail Refused by Judge Savage,

and His Reasons Therefor.

Fonda Appears Before the

Urand Jury as an Import-
ant Witneas.

Before the arrests
were made court had adjourned and
Judge Bavage had gone to his home,
He was ealled on by the bondsmen of
Mr. Walsh who tendered bail for
that gentleman, but as the judge did

not see fit to receive it, Mr. Walsh
was compelled to remain in the county

A reporter of Tur Bek called at the
jail about seven o'clock last night to
find out the eiroumstances of the ar-
rest. It seoms that Mr, Walsh had
learned that his arrest was ordered
and he had started for the shoriff's
office, when he was met on Farnam
street by the d:iruty and arrested, and
taken to the jail. He felt somewhat
chagrined and could not see why the
judge should refuse bail when it was
tondered, and asked for mome pointa
of law regarding the right of the court
to do so. However, ho was confident
that it wounld come out all right in the
end; only he naturally disliked the
idea ofqéendingl night in the jail.
Barn hannon was there also, as
he returned from home, where he
went in charge olt;dopuly toncquaint

his family the mnews of
